A thousand “small businessmen” 
brought to Washington today al- 
most as many ideas about how to 
revive business, and the result 
was confusion.

session became so tumultuous— 
everybody was trying to talk at 
once—that it soon broke up into 
ten study groups. 

Each group was assigned a sub- 
ject and the delegates were per- 
mitted to sit in at any or all of the 


sessions. The intention is that 
each group will submit recom- 
mendations to the’ general assem- 
bly tomorrow. After that a dele- 
gation of ten will be chosen to take 
the recommendations to President 
Roosevelt. : 
Delegates Attracted. 

The meeting which discussed 
“loans for small business” attract- 
ed most delegates. A crowd turn- 
ed up for the meeting on trade 
practices. “Miscellaneous subject” 
also drew well. 

All of the delegates quickly 
demonstrated that they had come 
to Washington be heard and not to 
listen. The result was tumult— 
scores seeking recognition, a doz- 
en hands on the standard of the 
microphone. The scene rivaled 
the more frenzied moments of a 
national political convention. 

It was, manifestly, impossible to 
proceed, so Secretary of Com- 
merce Roper seized the gavel, 
stilled the clamor somewhat, and 
dispersed the meeting into 10 
study groups, where the effort to 
make many speeches at the same 
moment merrily continued. 

‘ Really in Earnest. 

But individually, as interviews 
disclosed, “the little businessmen 
were in deadly earnest. Each had 
his own ideas of what should be 
done, some had laboriously sur- 
veyed the opinion of their neigh- 
bors. Most were mystified as to 
“why I was invited to come here, 
why they picked me out,” and

IN BUSINESS ‘RIOT 


Disorder and Confusion 
Prevent Constructive 
Talks by Wellhouse, May 


By GLADSTONE: WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—While 
agreeing with the general objec- 


tives of President Roosevelt’s con- 
ference of small businessmen 
which opened a two-day session 
here today, Georgia’s representa- 
tives took an inactive part because 
of the confusion and _ disorder 
which punctuated both morning 
and afternoon session. 

Sydney L. Wellhouse, president 
of the National Paper Company, 
Bolton, and Armand May, of the 
American Associated Companies, 
Atlanta, came prepared to offer 
many constructive suggestions as 
to how government could favor- 
ably influence business and indus- 
try in their section of the coun- 
try, but when they found that 
what they considered representa- 
tive business was outnumbered by 
the long-haired, radical element, 
they, together with the other five 
Georgians, contented themselves 
with listening and observing. 

Less Government. 

Mr. Wellhouse did say, however, 
in a meeting of the fair practices 
group that there should be less 
government in business and gov- 
ernment regulation only to the 
point of “good ethics.” 

Both Wellhouse and May were 
really astounded at the way things 
turned out after they reached the 
general conference room. They 
said they had no idea there were 
so many crazy ideas in the heads 
of big or little business. Today’s 
proceedings were a revelation to 
them because when they came to 
Washington they had expected a 
more rational viewpoint from the 
smaller businesses of the country. 
However, they are not discouraged 
because they believe, if given half 
a chance, business will work out 
its own salvation. 

Asks Business Aid. 

Mr. May read a paper in which 
he pleaded for a governmental 
policy that would help business, 
great and small. 

“It is impossible,” he said, “for 
business to behave in accordance 
with an unworkable formula. It 
should have rules and regulations 
to be sure, and will, [ am sure, ad- 
just itself to rules and regulations 
if htey are fair and just. But to ask 
business to lower prices, to in- 
crease pay and reduce hours, as 
well as to add to its personnel, un- 
less business itself demands it, re- 
moves it from business and places 
it in another category. 

“We either have to look at busi- 
ness based upon the past as far as 
its guarantees of the future are 
concerned, or we must be blind 
to its great accomplishments and 
its even greater possibilities.” 

Amated at Delegates. 

Wellhouse and May expressed 
amazement after they had heard

FAIRFAX HARRISUN, 
EX-RAIL HEAD, DIES 


Heart Disease Is Fatal to 
Former Lawyer and 
President of Southern. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 2.—(4)— 
Fairfax Harrison, 69, who retired 
three months ago as president of 
the Southern Railway Company, 


died tonight in a Baltimore hos- 
pital. Heart disease was given as 
the cause of death. 

Harrison’s ancestry reached 
back to the early days of the na- 
tion. He was named for Lord 
Fairfax, an ancestor. His father, 
Burton Harrison, was private sec- 
retary to Jefferson Davis, presi- 
dent of the Confederacy. 

He had been president of the 
road since 1913, and after re- 
linquishing that office remained as 


chairman of the finance commit- | 
tee. Til health, however, com- | 
pelled him to spend most of the | 
time before entering the hospital | 
at his Virginia country estate, near 
Middleburg. 

Harrison was born in New York. 
He attended Yale and Columbia 
Universities and was admitted to 
the bar. He entered the employ 
of the Southern as a member of 
the legal department, but seven 
years later, in 1903,.he became as- 
sistant to Samuel Spencer, then 
president. In 1906 he was named 
a vice president. 

He later served as presidentof

BERLIN, Feb. 2.—(#)—Colonelgvon Blomberg is a

Chancellor Adolf Hitler, who 
was one of the witnesses at the se- 
cret wedding January 12, was said 
to have become convinced that the 
officers’ view was justified. Frau,

Defending the use of machinery 
on farms, Arnold P. Yerkes, of 
Chicago, president of the Ameri- 
can Society of Agricultural Engi- 
neers, told the agricultural engi- 
neering section that machines have 
created more jobs than they have 
eliminated. 

“From 1900 to 1930, when ma- 
chinery was being installed and 
used most jintensively, there was 
a gain of 20,000,000 jobs in the 
United States,” Yerkes said. “By 
making it possible for fewer men 
on our farms to produce suffi- 
cient food and fiber, workers have 
been free to develop our other 
industries, arts, sciences and pro- 
fessions.” 

Yerkes contrasted the farmer 
and the manufacturer, saying the 
farmer was always certain of a 
market with foodstuffs but that 
the manufacturer is marketing a 
product that is not essential.

A Japanese maneuvering force 
swung to the west of Pengpu in a 
move designed to flank Chinese 
positions around Pengpu. The 
Japanese main body drove straight 
north along the Tientsin-Pukow 
line, hammering the Chinese with 
artillery fire. 

Japanese reports said Pengpu 
was stormed and occupied imme- 
diately after two other towns in 
that area—Fengyang and Tingyu- 
an—were capturéd. 

Beside the destructive artillery | 
preparation which preceded the 
final assault on Pengpu, it was re- 
ported the Japanese bombarded 
the city heavily from the air.

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IN THE CAUSE OF TEMPERANCE 

Enactment of the local option liquor bill by 
the Georgia legislature is a far-reaching step 
in the cause of temperance. 

The legislature, in passing the measure, de- 
livered a blow to the lawless elements which 
have controlled the liquor traffic in Georgia. 

That it has, at the same time, paved the 
way for a new source of badly needed revenue 
for the state, is of the utmost importance but 
still of secondary consideration when compared 
to the moral progress possible under the new 
law. 

Unquestionably the opponents of the meas- 
ure, both in and out of the legislature, were 
Sincere in their position. It is now the duty 
of the majority who prevailed in their belief 
that prohibition was worse than a failure to 
leave no step untaken to prove that the evils 
of the liquor traffic can be better controlled 
under a system of strict regulation of sales. 

The new local option law is the essence of 
democracy. It permits the majority will to 
prevail in every county of the state. Those 
which prefer legally controlled sales of liquor 
may so decree, while those who wish to con- 
tinue the effort to keep whisky out of their 
borders will be aided in attaining this objective 
by the law itself. 

Now that the road has been made clear for 

legal liquor in Georgia the law-abiding citizens 
of the state must unitedly support the new 
law. Under the bill’s provisions it is possible to 
completely control the traffic. There is no 
longer any excuse for the bootlegging of liquor 
and the first result of the new law should be 
a determined and effective campaign to take 
the business out of the hands of lawbreakers. 
With the approval of all citizens and with co- 
operation of everyone, the police are now in 
position, for the first time in years, to stamp 
out bootlegging. They have been given an en- 
forceable law in place of one utterly unenforce- 
able because it was not backed by popular ap- 
proval. : 
With local option, Georgia may now resume 
the splendid work that was being done prior to 
the disastrous prohibition experiment. That is, 
to do away with drunkenness and abuse of al- 
coholic beverages through education. 

Temperance advocates were making steady 
progress toward a sober nation when the un- 
fortunate experiment of statutory prohibition 
was made. Now they are given a new opportun- 
ity to resume the great work of educating the 
nation into temperance. In that work they will 
have the earnest co-operation of all good citi- 
zens who have opposed prohibition because they 
believed it encouraged, instead of lessened, 
drinking. 

Prohibition failed, woefully. Now new 
Strength is injected into the cause of true 
temperance in Georgia by a law which again 
gives the people control over liquor. Legal con- 
trol of the commodity opens the door to self- 
control of appetite which is, after all, the only 
effective contro] that normal humanity will 
acknowledge. 


TO PUBLICIZE THE LAW 


The Atlanta Bar Association has included in 
its program for 1938 an advertising campaign. 
This is a pioneer movement among legal or- 
ganizations and has received favorable com- 
ment from bar associations in all parts of the 
country. It is an idea certain to spread and 
as it does, it will carry to every city of the land 
the name of its point of origin, as the “Atlanta 
idea.”’ 

Advertising by lawyers has, in the past, been 
confined to strict limitations, because of that 
impalpable thing known as professional ethics. 
It has been permissible for a law firm to ad- 
vertise its name, within bounds of decorous 
dignity. But that is all 

However, as an organization including in its 
membership practically all practicing lawyers 
in the city, the bar association may fill a need 
that has been more vitally felt with each pass- 
ing year. | 

There is no profession more urgently in need 
of public sympathy and understanding than the 
profession of the law today. There have been 
too many practitioners of the art of Blackstone 
who have been more like co-conspirators with 
criminals than members of a proud profes- 
sion. Too often the attorney who has defended

the accused in criminal trials has become an 
attorney criminal instead.of a criminal at- 
torney. 

The bar is today taking active and success- 
ful steps to purge its ranks of undesirables. 
New rules of conduct and a new conception of 
ethics are being evolved. ‘At such a time there 
is pressing need of full confidence of the public. 

To secure that confidence there can be no 
more effective method than an advertising 
campaign such as that projected by the local 
bar association, the “Atlanta idea.” 


WHERE BUSINESS LEADERSHIP FAILS 
Failure to present their own case before the 


general public, slowness in correcting false. 


statements and in directing public knowledge 
along lines of business truth, is blamed by 
Deloss Walker, associate editor of Liberty Mag- 
azine, for much of the trouble private business 
now faces in America. 

Business leaders themselves must remedy 
these faults, Mr. Walker said in his speech at 
a combined meeting of local civic and service 
clubs. He called upon business leadership to 
“actually lead the nation,” and pointed to 
numerous examples of faulty thinking and irra- 
tional beliefs held by the people as a whole, 
solely because business leaders themselves have 
failed to disseminate the truth. 

He told of a labor organizer who bitterly 
condemned a great industrial company because 
it had earned $8,000,000 profits in a year, yet 
failed to reveal that this came from a gross 
business of more than $800,000,000, represent- 
ing less than 1 per cent profit. 

He told of radicals who told striking work- 
ers it was unjust that executives of their com- 
pany should receive salaries of $200,000 or 
$300,000 per year, but failed to show that the 
total executive salaries of that organization 
represented only 4 cents per day for each work- 
er. Thus, he declared, for 4 cents a day the 
worker got all-the benefit of all the executive 
management of that business, the management 
which created the jobs and made it possible for 
each worker to earn his own salary. 

Future prosperity, Mr. Walker said, depends 
upon creation of more business, for it is only 
through business expansion that more jobs and 
more wealth for all can be produced. 

He urged businessmen generally to work for 
a better understanding of the fundamental! 
This, he 
correctly declared, will create common sense 
throughout the land and will thus lead to 
better co-operation of all for a safe and sane 
prosperity. 


THE INSTITUTE OF CITIZENSHIP

MR. HULL LAYS DOWN THE LAW 
(From the Louisville Courier-Journal.) 


With the same dignity and firmness with 
which he insisted upon American rights in the 
Panay affair, Secretary of State Cordull Hull 
Insists upon American rights in the Rubens or 
“Robinson” case in Soviet Russia. To Moscow as 
to Tokyo Mr. Hull lays down the law, literally 
as: well as figuratively, and demands an unequiv- 
ocal answer. 


The fact that the Rubens or “Robinsons” en- 
tered the Soviet Union on forged passports and 
may or may not have been implicated in espionage 
work does not end their connection with the 
United States as least as far as Mrs. Rubens is 
concerned. She is an American citizen. Her 
rights as a citizen must be protected. The case 
against her must be known as well as the charges 
on which she is held in a Russian jail. The Mos- 
cow regime in spite of pledges to the United States 
has sought to prevent the Washington government 
from protecting the rights of its citizens, the first 


duty of any government. 


Though those pledges stipulated that if either 
country arrested a citizen of the other it immedi- 
ately would inform the other, the Moscow regime 
waited for days before admitting that Mrs. Rubens 
was in jail and then only after being prodded by 
Washington. Though they granted the United 
States most favored nation treatment with respect 
to the arrest of nationals—Germany is notified 
immediately of such arrests and is allowed the 
right to visit the prisoner without delay—Mrs. 
Rubens has been held incommunicado and re- 
quests of embassy officials to get in touch with 
her have been denied. 

Mr. Hull insists that Moscow live up to the 
Roosevelt-Litvinoff agreement, the basis of the 
present Soviet-American treaty. He stands on the 
sanctity of international accords without which 
there can be no peace and goodwill bétween 
nations

ON THE RECORD 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 
The French Crisis and Its Meaning for Us. 


The state of affairs in France 
is not encouraging, and that state 
of affairs is not only supremely 
important for Europe, but it is of 
peculiar interest to us. _Because 
one sees in France, in a far more 
advanced stage, the operation of 
certain economic sophistries which 
have become the credo of a large 
part of our own population. 

The experience of France would 
seem to demonstrate with great 
clarity that government spending, 
devaluation of the currency, and 
the raising of wages with the idea 
of creating purchasing power, will 
not of themselves create prosper- 
ity, nor even keep the production 
mechanism functioning. France 
also has a “crisis of confidence.” 
The “capital strike” of which we 
hear in this country has become 
much more acute there than here. 
Undoubtedly there will have to be 
some sort of exchange control to 
keep capital from rushing out of 
France at the present disastrous 
rate and to force it back. This will 
have to be done if the franc is to 
be saved. The Popular Front gov- 
ernment, which resembles the New 
Deal in a great many ways, fell 
because it could not put an end to 
this financial haemophilia, and the 
new government, which is polit- 
ically weaker than its predecessor, 
has been no more successful. It 
has been said that 70 per cent of 
the working capital is being kept 
abroad, some of it in this country 
and some in London. This is per- 
haps an exaggeration, but that the 
condition is grave is not open to 
question. 

How far exchange control may 
go is not predictable. Until now 
France has not even taken such 
steps as we have taken in pre- 
venting gold transfers. But formal 
exchange control means govern- 
ment control of a country’s foreign 
business and it might lead France 
in the direction of the controlled 
economies. 4

In France the same accusations 
are made against capital that are 
made here. It is unpatriotic, it is 
letting the country down, it is con- 
trolled by 200 families—in contrast 
to our present fiction of the sixty— 
and if it won’t work freely it must 
be conscripted. The conscription 
of capital, however, leads one a 
long step farther toward some 
form of Fascism. 

* * * 

A study of a few charts indicat- 
ing what has happened to French 
production and costs throws more 
light on the situation than is creat- 
ed by political moralizing, partic- 
ularly if one compares the course 
in France, where the fundamental 
bases of the economy have been 
extremely sound and healthy, with 
the course in Great Britain or Hol- 
land. 

After the general devaluation, 
and the settlement of the currency 
and banking problems in 1936, 
production in most European coun- 
tries showed a more or less strong 


|upward trend. The League of Na- 


tions figures, however, which take 


/1929 as 100, show that throughout 
1936 and 1937 there has beey no 


improvement in basic production 
in France, despite the devaluation 
which occurred at the end of Sep- 
tember, 1936, and despite the 
enormous budget deficit and gov- 
ernment spending, 32.1 per cent of 
which, in the present budget, is 
for armaments. 

Theoretically devaluation should 
help trade. Nevertheless, the bal- 
ance of foreign trade in France 
in the third quarter of 1936 was 
unfavorable by 673,000,000 francs, 
and in the second and third quar- 
ters of 1937 was unfavorable to 
the extent of 1,500,000,000 francs. 

Wages in France have risen 
about 50 per cent since the Popu- 
lar Front government came into 
power, but the cost of living has 


‘risen from 100 as of the first half 
of 1936 to 128, a rise out of all 
‘proportion to any reflected in the 
| United States, Great Britain, or 


Holland. 

In Holland, for instance, it rose 
in the same period from 132 to 
138.7, and in Holland the produc- 
tion index went from about the 
same level as in France (around 
70) to 102 in the middle of last 
year. 

The failure of France to recover 
is also reflected in stock prices, 
and in bond prices. Dutch gov- 
ernment credit, as reflected in the 
yield of government bonds, rad- 
ically improved in a time when 
French government credit declin- 
ed. French government bonds are 
held by the small middle classes 
and their purchasing power de- 
clined from 100 to 80. 

The sophistry which has ruled 
the French working classes ever 
since the Popular Front govern- 
ment came in, is precisely the one 
enunciated time and again by some 
of our own New Deal spokesmen 
and labor leaders, namely, that 
you can increase purchasing power 
by raising wages, and solve un- 
employment by shortening hours, 
without at the same time increas-~ 
ing the per capita productivity of 
the workers either by technological 
improvement or by more efficient 
work. This theory has been sold 
to the French working classes by 
demagogic politicians. 

It is as much the economic the- 
ory of the Confederation Generale 
du Travail as it is of the CIO, and 
for that matter of the AFL in this 
country. The advent of the Blum 
government resulted in an enor- 
mous expansion of trade union 
organization under the aegis of a

He wishes 
to “save democracy.” He honest- 
ly believes that by insisting on 
radical wage increases, by apply- 
ing the universal 40-hour week, 


and seeking by sit-down strikes to 
‘enforce the stretchout, he is help- 


ing to end unemployment. spur 
e 


the economy by increased pur- 
chasing power in the hands of the 
masses, and thus save democracy 
from Fascism. Labor leadership 
in France has misled the rank 
and file to the point where they 
cannot control it any longer. 
* 


In this they have the co-opera- 
tion of the Communists. The Com- 
munist leadership is better trained 
theoretically than most working 
class leadership. They know per- 
fectly well that this all nonsense. 
They know that while they are ad- 
vocating a stretchout system in 
France, Stakhanovism is_ intro- 
duced in Soviet Russia. The 
strategy of the Communists makes 
sense, however, because their ob- 
ject is to break capitalism by ad- 
vocating measures which are in- 
compatible with any form of ex- 
panding production, in the hope of 
inheriting the debacle, Here, again, 
they are at one with the American 
Communists who pursue the same 
strategy for the same end and 
support whatever New Deal meas- 
ures will play into their hands. 

- *” * 


But the situation is serious from 
the viewpoint of the French de- 
fense.. The French workers, who 
support the rearmament program 
and are second to no class in 
France in their ardor to protect 
France from Fascist aggression, are 
balking at the use of electric 
riveters in the nationalized mu- 
nitions factories, and the result 
is that the rearmament program 
is running far behind schedule 
and costing far more than it 
should. 

In France one hears precisely 
what one heard in Germany in the 
early 1930’s: “Cela ne peut pas 
durer”—it can’t go on like this. A 
Frenchman who is in close touch 
with the situation at home told me 
this week ‘“‘We would have Fascism 
in France already if Germany and 
Italy had not done it first.” 

There is the same demand on 
the part of the middle classes for 
“social and national disciplines” 
which is the precursor of all Fas- 
cist revolts. Fascism seems to be 
staved off in France only by the 
Frenchness of the French. 

- * * *& 

I have made the comparison 
with Holland because the social 
objectives upon whose desirability 
reformist governments capitalize, 
have been achieved in Holland in 
a relatively grandiose fashion 
without crippling the entire~eco- 
nomy of private enterprise. 

Real wages, as contrasted with 
money wages, have gone up more 
radically in Holland than in 
France. 

Both stock prices and govern- 
ment credit have improved; the 
guilder has been devalued by only 
19.5 per cent as contrasted with the 
French devaluation of 50 per cent; 
and has lately improved a full 
point, due to its strength as against 
both the dollars and the franc; the 
Dutch favorable balance of trade 
has risen from 24,000,000 to 40,- 
000,000 guilders; superb public 
housing enterprises have been car- 
ried through; and the social in- 
surances, common to most coun- 
tries today, have been supported. 
The difference is not in social ob- 
jectives.

The difference is that the Dutch 
have not accepted the idea that a 
nation gets rich by increasing costs 
without increasing efficiency,, and 
without leaving a margin for prof- 
its, which galvanizes savings for 
productive investment purposes.

About Toil book, “This Is My 
Story,” neglects to answer an im- 
portant question which is sure to 
occure to anyone who was not born 
to riches. Although it speaks 
glibly of inheritances, of European 
journeys, of estates on Long Is- 
land and up the Hudson and on 
Campobella, and of nurses, gov- 
ernesses, butlers, valets and cooks.

Now, mention of this peculiarity 
will be taken by some as a dirty 
dig at the President and his pro- 
gram, but that is not my purpose. 
As a criticism of the President or 
his works it would refute itself. 

But the President, from time to 
time, has given an impression that 
he heartily detests people who by 
their own skill and diligence ac- 
cumulate wealth, starting from 
scratch, and that he wants to dis- 
credit that which, for lack of a 
better word, may be called suc- 
cess, 

It is not merely that-they are to 
be taxed. That is now thoroughly 
understood and accepted, though 
not always with good grace. Mr. 
Roosevelt goes beyond that and 
seenis to have a desire to rebuke 
those who rolled their own and 
turn popular hatred on them. They 
are a mixed lot, including some 
wolves and chiselers, but includ-

THE SCIENCE OF MEDICINE 
THE ART OF APPLYING IT. 


It is not so much what the doc- 
tor knows as what he does that 
counts, when you really need a 
doctor. 


Two of the best lessons I ever 
learned came soon after I gradu- 
ated from medical school and en- 
tered upon my duties as a hos- 
pital interne, Among these duties 
was the daily dressing of various 


surgical cases. The nurses were 
kind and showed me again and 
again how each different case 
should be dressed. You may imag- 
Ine what gall and wormwood it 
was to me. Then presently came 
my first outside call—some poor 
family sent to the hegpital for a 
doctor, and it was my turn. I 
found a child with acute bronchi- 
tis. In the hospital I would have 
written down an order and the 
nurses would have carried the or- 
der out. Here we had no nurse. 
So I was constrained to show the 
child’s mother just how to pre- 
pare and apply a hot-mustard foot 
bath and a mustard paste to the 
chest. For the latter I boiled the 
mustard. Imagine my chagrin 
when I returned to the hospital 
and described my treatment. Boil- 
ing the mustard is like painting 
the lily. The nurses heard my re- 
port of the case politely enough— 
only a few of them snickered right 
out. Still, I was a pretty smart 
young doctor; I had learned a lot 
about what a doctor ought to do, 
but I had yet to learn how he 
should do it. 


That is the chief trouble with 
the medical course today. What a 
young tyro doctor doesn’t know 
about the science iof medicine 
when they turn him loose from 
medical college is scarcely worth 
mentioning in footnotes. But when 
it comes to the art of applying 
this vast knowledge in. actual 
practice he is pathetically unpre- 
pared. 


Considering the relative impor- 
tance of medical science and med- 
ical art, the one or two years’ hos- 
pital interneship which the young 
doctor generally puts in as a sort 
of apprenticeship before he en- 
ventures to launch into actual 
private practice is ridiculously in- 
adequate, or else the four years of 
medical school study is absurdly 
long. 

The other day a correspondent 
wrote to thank me for having re- 
ferred him to a doctor who extir- 
pated his tonsils with diathermy. I 
had already been impressed by 
the large number of readers who 
had taken the trouble to write to 
tell me how pleased they were 
with this doctor’s treatment. The 
correspondent remarked that per- 
haps the doctor’s skill was in part 
due to his training as an artist, 
and he mentioned some of the 
doctor’s achievements. in his avo- 
cation. I believe it is quite so. 

My criticism of the present ten- 
dency in nurse training is that the 
doctors who have charge of nurse 
training schools attempt to fill the 
nurse’s head with a lot of hifalu- 
tin hooey, actual medical stuff, 
which just tires her, wastes her 
study time, and prevents her from 
learning how to nurse the sick pa- 
tient, how to do things to make 
the patient comfortable. We know 
from the very best experience 
that intelligent young ,women 
make excellet nurses in a broper- 
ly directed two-year course of 
training. The third year is rob- 
bery of the nurse’s professional 
service, nothing else. 

I believe medical education at 
present is similarly afflicted. 
We're turning out top-heavy 
young doctors, and _ they’re not 
much use for the plain family doc- 
toring business.

Writer Sees No Prospect for 
Break in Government 
Bonds.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Business 
news not being of the sort calcu- 
lated to bolster sentiment, the 
stock market rally flattened out 
on Wednesday. Commodities were 
also easier, partly in response to 
a stronger dollar. 

Technical rallies are not very 
reliable affairs, anyway, for they 
are prone to become frightened by 
the lengthening shadow of their 
own advances. For the past two 
days, weakness in American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph, which has 
broken to a new low for the cur- 
rent bear market, has been a drag 
on the general list. 

Guesswork on the probable con- 
tents of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission’s report on the 
A. T. & T. investigation, expected 
to be released before the end of 
this month, largely explains nerv- 
ous liquidation of this old-line in- 
vestment stock. Until the report 
appears, however, no one _ can 
forecast its effect on A. T. & T., 
and there will probably be some 
difference of opinion even then. 


Weak Spots in Steel. 


A year ago, Wall Street was 
filled with rumors of new financ- 
ing for the United States Steel 
Corporation through the sale of 
stock or convertible bonds. Steel 
common then was just. getting 
started on a run-up which carried 
it to 126 1-2 early in March. Now, 
with the stock only a little above 
50, all that has boiled down to an 
arrangement for $50,000,000 in 
bank loans. But to go ahead now 
with a program of sizable expendi- 
tures shows optimism, or courage 
—or both. 

The Iron Age notes fresh un- 
certainty and a few weak spots in 
scrap markets. Weakness would 
be more pronounced, it says, “ex- 
cept for export demand.” Heavy 
melting steel has declined 50 cents 
a ton at Cleveland, but the publi- 
cation’s composite price, which is 
an average of Pittsburgh, Chicago 
and Philadelphia, has held un- 
changed. The price of scrap is a 
sensitive barometer of the rela- 
tively near-term outlook for the 
steel industry. 

Buying of steel continues on a 
hand-to-mouth basis, with little if 
any inclination to add to inven- 
tories until the wage-price issue is 
brought to a showdown as a result 
of the negotiations starting next 
Monday between the United States 
Steel Corporation and the SWOC. 
The thought in the minds of a 
great many consumers of steel 
probably is that the big corpora- 
tion will be chary about entering 
an agreement to freeze wage rates 
at current levels, lest it lay itself 
open to competition from those 
independents which ° successfully 
-defied the SWOC and the CIO. 


Rate of Ingot Output. 

The rate of ingot production 
this week is set down 2 1-2 points 
by the Iron Age, to 31 per cent, 
which is in line with the previ- 
ous estimate of the Iron and Steel 
Institute.
